Report  of  the  School  Board 


The  school  in  District  No.  9  was  taught  by  Miss 
Mary  A.  Rogers,  two  terms  of  ten  weeks  each  making 
eighty  weeks  that  Miss  Rogers  has  taught  in  this  district. 
Miss  Rogers  has  the  good  will  of  all  the  scholars  and 
parents.  That  is  what  make  a  good  school.  Miss  Rogers 
is  one  of  our  best  teachers. 

No.  10  had  two  terms  of  ten  weeks  each  ;  taught 
by  Miss  Annie  M.  Wheeler.  Miss  Wheeler  tried  her  best 
to  have  a  good  school  but  she  could  not  teach  the  scholars 
when  they  were  kept  at  home.  The  parents  then  find 
fault  because  their  children  did  not  learn  more. 

We  cannot  have  good  schools  unless  the  parents  take 
interest  enough  to  help  the  school  board  and  teacher. 
My  advice  to  the  parents  is  to  visit  the  school  and  see  for 
themselves.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Groton,  in  the 
County  of  Grafton,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  house  in 
said  Groton  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next, 
at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  ap- 
propriations of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
changing  the  price  of  labor  on  the  highways,  or  act  in  re- 
lation to  the  same. 

4.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  as  to  discon- 
tinuing the  road  known  as  the  Lamay  road,  about  one-half 
mile  south  of  the  North  Groton  church,  or  act  in  relation  to 
the  same. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
Beede  Hill  road  from  the  foot  of  Beede  Hill  to  the  line 
dividing  the  Sam  Fletcher  and  the  Daniel  Fletcher  farms, 
or  act  in  relation  to  the  same. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  road 
near  the  Groton  postoffice,  leading  from  the  main  road  to 
the  Hardy  farms,  so  called,  or  act  in  relation  to  the  same.

FOR  I9IO 


We  have  not  much  to  say  about  our  schools  the  past 
year.  Our  people  know  pretty  near  what  kind  of  schools 
we  have  had. 

Do  all  of  the  parents  feel  satisfied  that  they  have  done 
the  best  they  could  for  their  school  ?  Some  of  the  parents 
complain  that  the  teacher  does  not  use  their  children  as 
they  should  be  used.  Your  school  board  thinks  that 
scholars  are  usually  used  as  well  as  they  ought  to  be  and 
in  some  cases  much  better  than  they  deserve. 

We  cannot  have  goods  chools  unless  the  parents  give 
their  children  to  understand  that  they  must  obey  the  rules 
of  the  school.  We  think  it  very  unwise  for  our  people  to 
tell  their  children  that  the  teacher  cannot  teach  them  ;  and 
that  the  money  is  wasted  and  the  school  amounts  to 
nothing. 

We  would  like  to  see  some  of  the  same  spirit  that  was. 
manifested  by  our  grandfathers,  when  they  told  their 
children  that  if  they  got  a  whipping  at  school  they  will 
get  the  same  when  they  get  home. 

Our  children  should  be  taught  self  control.
